The document Dl is regarded as being the closest prior art to 
the subject-matter of claim 1, and shows a method of 
processing spread spectrum signals comprising sampling and 
quantising received signals to form data words (sets of code 
samples) . The data words are correlated in parallel operations 
with a plurality of produced signal source specific code 
sequences by multiplication in XOR-circuits (see column 11 , 
line 41- column 16 # line 31 and figures 3, 4). Preferably, the 
correlators are implemented in hardware rather than software 
(see column 13, lines 60-64) , so evidently use of software is 
known . 

D2 discloses a GPS receiver comprising down conversion of a 
received signal to an intermediate frequency signal (column 6, 
lines 8-19) . 

The subject-matter of claim 1 differs from the method 
disclosed in Dl in that a multitude of code vectors are pre- 
generated before receiving the continuous signal. In Dl parts 
of the code are produced in a serial manner by a code 
generator when needed. The subject-matter of claim 1 is 
therefore novel . 



The cited prior art does not give any indication that would 
lead a person skilled in the art to the claimed method of 
processing spread spectrum signals. Therefore, the claimed 
invention is not obvious to a person skilled in the art .
